be A COMMENCEMENT address a 
friend of mine set forth some rather 
startling and highly encouraging facts. 
The news of the day is filled with the 
claims of power being made by Russia. 
Some of us feel these claims are not 
well founded and that Russia, as usual, 
is bluffing; bur a lie well “stuck to” 
often serves almost as well as the truth. 

This friend who spoke to the gradu- 
ating class is one of the great research 
administrators of the world. He has 
access to facts not generally available. 
What he says may be depended upon as 
correct. 

Modern wars are won not entirely in 
the field of active fighting on land or 
sea or in the air. Unless the fighters 
have the stuff to fight with they will 
not be effective. Therefore the supply 
lines are highly important. The job of 
getting thousands of tons of supplies 
to Korea has called for a lot of high 
class management. 

So the production behind the lines 
must be maintained if our fighting 
men are to do their jobs successfully. 
What are some of our accomplishments 
in production as compared with Rus- 
sia, with which we are being constant- 
ly rated? We produce one-half the 
world’s petroleam—about eight times 
the production of Russia and her slave 
satellites. Our coal industry turns out 
one-half the world’s supply—about 
3’ times that of Russia. The United 
States make more than seven million 
tons of chemicals from petroleum each 
year. We have a capacity for syn- 
thetic rubber almost as great as the 
maximum production of natural 
rubber in any one year in the entire 
world. Our production of man-made 
fabrics is twice as large as our entire 
wool production and 40 per cent ot 
our cotton crop. 

So we may feel fairly secure in our 
situation as regards supplies, because, 
in material resources, properly man- 
aged, rests power.

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| U of F Develops 
New Sweet Clover 


An improved strain of annual sweet 
| clover, called Floranna, is being grown 
|in seed increase fields in a number of 
|areas of northern Florida this winter 
|and is expected to be commercially 
| available for planting next fall. 
| The new strain was developed at the 
University of Florida Agricultural Ex- 
Preto Station, in cooperation with 
| the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
|Dr. Gordon Killinger and George E. 
Ritchey, agronomists who have selected 
and tested it, call it one of the most 
promising winter legumes for Florida 
and say it is adapted to a wide range 
of soil and climatic conditions. 

Annual and biennial forms of both 
white and yellow sweet clover have 
been growing for years under semi 
wild conditions along railroad banks 
and highways throughout Florida. The 
agronomists believe the seed were scat 
tered from hay, bedding or packing ma 
terial which came to Florida from 
Western or Midwestern states. 

The hardy plants persisted 
better under Florida conditions, and 
sweet clovers adapted to Florida were 
developed as a result of natural selec- 


more 


tion—survival of the fittest. 

The agronomists made their first se 
lections of superior annual sweet clo 
vers in 1938. By 1942 they had over 
100 plants in the collection and by 
1946 had narrowed the number to 12.

Even though herds are being built 
up rapidly there is no likelihood that 
beef cattle marketed for slaughter will 
increase more than slightly in volume 
An estimated 90 million head were on 
farms as January came in. A year ago 
the total was 84 million. 

Should weather conditions allow 
high feed production, the current esti 
mate of herd total will expand; by 
1954 it may reach 100 million head. 
The build-up in herds has much to do 
with the price supporting factor in the 
present situation, but with the popu 
lation of the Nation increasing by 
about 2'/2 million babies a year, much 
more meat will be needed if the present 
rate of use—145 pounds per person— 
is to be maintained. 

OPS has not been able to hold the 
cattle market in line. Throughout the 
country some 95 abattoirs furnishing 
three-fifths of the beef requirements 
in the United States have run at half- 
capacity on beef critters because ani 
mals could not be bought in normal 
volume. The Wall Street Journal says 
“before controls were clamped on beef, 
packers’ earnings were at néar record 
levels. But (after controls) most pack- 
ers have lost heavily.”

The dates are Tuesday, February 5, through Sat 
urday, February 16. 


History reveals many interesting accounts of our 
fairs as they struggled and stumbled through the 
years continually holding the title “Show Window 
of the Sunshine State.” 


Florida’s first fairs were mere “exhibitions” held 
in the Tampa Bay Hotel in 1895. 


They were merely simple displays of Florida fish, 
birds, vegetables, meats, and shell formations. The 
University of Tampa, recently accedited, now oc- 
cupies the Tampa Bay Hotel. 


A building was erected in July 1895, and named 
the Plant System Exhibit Building. This structure 
was sponsored by Henry B. Plant and directed by 
Col. D. H. Elliott. 

Displays of phosphate were featured. Purpose of 
the exhibits was to serve as an attraction for the 
guests of the hotel and to promote interest in South 
Florida. They were held in connection with the horse 
races at a race track northwest of the hotel. The 
“exhibitions” were discontinued after the death of 
Mr. Plant in 1899. 

November 19, 1904, the first big step forward 
was taken when South Florida Fair opened its gates 
for a 12-day showing. Every South Florida county 
that could be induced entered exhibits. This fair 
came about because Col. Thomas J. L. Brown, mana- 
ger of the Tampa Bay Hotel, decided to operate the 
immense hostelry throughout the summer instead 
ot only three months in the year as previously. ¢ ol. 
Brown said nothing would attract the attention of 
residents of other states to Florida as would an ex 
position of the many and varied products of the 
counties affected 

Accordingly, he announced through the local and 
state press the determination to hold in Tampa No- 
vember 15-26 a South Florida Fair.

tered the parade—Ernest Berger, J. J. Farnsworth, 
und T. E. Muller. 

In order to carry the great movement to success 
1 permanent association was formed, The Florida 
State Mid-Winter Fair Association with stockhold- 
ers in every section of the state all represented, Offi- 
cials and directors of the association were elected and 
the association was incorporated with a capital stock 
of $50,000. In 1906 the same company headed by 
Brown repeated the fair. This time it was a failure 
despite the appearance of Vice-President and Mrs. 
Charles W. Fairbanks. The fairs were abandoned un- 
ril 1910 

In that year, celebration of the opening of the 
Panama Canal in February—in anticipation of the 
great benefits the canal would bring to Tampa— 
meant another revival of the Fair idea. It was again 
promoted by Brown and attracted more thar 100,000 
people including many international celebrities. 

The following year the fair was held to celebrate 
the fact that the city has grown remarkably during 
the previous decade as shown by the 1910 census, 
Chis celebration was featured by the appearance in 
Tampa of the first airplane piloted by Lincoln 
Beachey and J. A. H. McCurdy. These airmen were 
arrested for disturbing the peace on the Sabbath, 
Beachey made history that week by flying over Tam- 
pa at night, the first night flying in the history of 
aviation 

George Hardee hit upon the idea of Ye Mystic 
Krewe of Gasparilla. He was one of the social lead- 
ers of Tampa and when plans for a May Day festi- 
val in 1905 were made in which only women and 
children had part, he suggested that the men be 
brought in as Knights of Old. 

It was to be reminiscent of the times when cava- 
liers matched their prowess on the battle field and 
jousts were held on gala days. A name was the only 
thing needed to round out Hardee’s idea. The name

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Great New Cooling Plant At Belle Glade 


Pioneer Growers Cooperative Is Rebuilding After Last Year’s Fire— 


To Handle 24 


T WO MILLION packages of fresh veg 
etables were shipped last year by 
Pioneer Growers Cooperative at Belle 
Glade for the winter tables of the 
United States and Canada. 

That vast tonnage, of 24 varieties, 
was grown on 12,000 acres of rich 
Everglades muck soil by the 24 mem 
bers of the organization. 

The enormous output of one of the 
basic necessities of good health will be 
exceeded long before the end of the 
current season, in spite of the calamity 
of fire which destroyed the Coopera 
tive’s packing house a year ago. 

While the embers of the fire still 
flaunted the smoky banner of their 
conquest in the sunlit sky above the 
far-flung farming country, the pio 
neering spirit of the Pioneers spurred 
plans for the construction of a far 
larger and more efficient pre-cooling 
plant. 

To this task was called the Lakeland 
Engineering Associates, Inc, The great 
building they designed is now nearing 
completion not far ftom busy Belle 
Glade on the Pahokee road. 

It is a two-story concrete and steel 
structure of impressive proportions 
343 feet over all from front to back, 
ind 262 feet wide, with a height of 43 
feet to the top of the tower where wa 
ter is vented for the pre--cooling sys 
tem, 

A railroad siding at the rear will ac 
comodate 52 refrigerator cars. Trucks 
will be served by ample loading plat 
forms 

700 Crates An Hour 

The plant will handle when in first 
operation 700 crates of celery an hour, 
but it has a capacity of 2,000 crates 
per hour 

I'wo washing machines and packing 
conveyors at the front or narrower end 
of the building will receive the vege 
tables from a fleet of field trucks, after 
which they move to the cooling room 
for storage. 

Five hundred horsepower is required 
to operate the compressors which cir 
culate the cooling liquid. Forty car 
loads of vegetables can be handled daily 

The building is all open, and the 
products come from the fields to four 


plattorms for processing. 


The pre-cooling plant will be the 


largest, most modern and _ efficient 
structure of its kind in this country 
Completion is expected in time for the 
early Spring crops. 

After Pioneer Growers lost their 
headquarters a year ago, the association 
heads were of the mind to require re 
inforced concrete as a structural ma 
terial to give high fire resistance and 
low fire insurance rates. 

One item insisted upon was that 
large cleat spans or trusses be provided 
in certain parts of the building. In the 
usual design of reinforced cement 
structures, columns are placed quite 
closely together—usually 20 feet on 
centers each way. 

However, at Belle Glade it was nec 
essary to build spans 50 feet in the 
clear for some of the working areas 


lo attain this, the engineers designed 
what is known as a rigid concrete 
frame. Its architectural appearance is 
pleasing to the eye and serves its pur- 
pose to perfection. It is highly fire re 
sistant, permanent, and will give ex 
cellent resistance to the strongest hur- 
ricane. Maintenance of such construc 
t10Mn 1s expected to be very low. 

The engineers adopted a plan for 
building the wide spans which is not 
unlike the method of old-time barn 
“raising” in the North. Ordinarily the 
form work and reinforcing steel are 
assembled in an upright position for 
pouring the cement, but to have han- 
dled the Belle Glade job in that way

would run into a good deal of money 
for labor. So the architects worked out 
2 method with Burt Roemer, the con- 
tractor, whereby all the forms and the 
reinforcing steel could be put together 
laying flat on the concrete slab floor. 

Upon completion, each mould for a

hand winches and the concrete was 
poured into it at the open top. The

N puUsTY TRUCKS and battered ja 

lopies, more than 51,000 seasonal 

farm workers and their families 
move again across Florida this season during harvest 
time a tide draw n annually south in winter, north 
in summer, following the crops. 

Of these 51,000, about 10,000 are reached by a 
ministry conducted in Florida during the garnering 
of a fruit and vegetable crop estimated in value at 
$121,557,000. 

The ministry is carried on by 23 denominations 
working through the Division of Home Missions of 
the National Council of Churches with the coop 
eration of state and local migrant committees 


Year-Round in Florida 


In Florida the program proceeds the year around 
Last year 133 churches, missionary societies, Sunday 
Schools and other organizations took part in a state 
wide Christmas project that brought Santa Claus 
to 4,796 children of migrant farm workers 

The work is centered around Christmas, Easter 
ind Thanksgiving; the Red Cross, Boy Scouting, 
county TB associations, the infantile paralysis drive, 
leadership training, child care centers, night school, 
worship, religious education, the World Day of 
Prayer and individual aid 

The assistance goes to men in over 
alls, barefoot children, women wear 
ing trousers under their skirts to 
protect their knees in the fields as 
ripening crops are picked for United 
States anod toreign markets, canneries, 
frozen concentrate and frozen food 
plants, tobacco and cotton warehous 
es, peanut processing plants and a 
dozen other industries. Vital to the 
national economy these migrants 
cross Florida and the nation supple 
ment local labor in the weeks when 
the harvest must be made else the 
crops rot in the fields and groves. 

It is anomolous that while the trav 
eling workers contribute to the na 
tion’s prosperity, they themselves are 
often jobless and hungry, shut out of 
loc al schools and churches, ignored or 
resented by the communities where 


they work for a little while 


Started in 1930 
The plight of these migrants has 
been recognized for more than 30 
years by the Christian churches which 
began a cooperative ministry along 
the middle Florida East Coast in 1920.

fie BIOLOGICAL control of citrus 
pests is a fascinating phenomenon

Without attempting to leave the 
impression that we consider ourselves 
experts, or even close observers, we 
would like to present a few observa 
tions which we hope will do no more 
than create sufficient interest to war- 
rant a full scale study by qualified 
persons into the possibilities of the tree 
snail as a valuable ally to the citrus 
grower wherever it is adapted. 

On Upper East Coast 

Drymaeus dormani (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the snail) has been known 
in Florida many years. It was first de 
scribed by a Major Dorman, a Civil 
War officer near St. Augustine, shortly 
after the close of that war. It has 
been more or less generally known by 
growers in the upper East Coast area 
und the northern interior for many 
years. When E. F. DeBusk was Lake 
County agent from 1921 to 1923 he 
observed snails in parts of the county 
but made a particular study of them 
in the Erck Grove at Sunnyside near 
Leesburg. 

When copper sprays came into gen- 
eral use in the state for melanose con 
trol the snails were killed out and were 
all but forgotten in those groves. 

Trees inhabited by the snails have 
the appearance of having just received 
an oil spray. The fruit and foliage 
carry a high gloss and the trunk and 
branches are clean and bright. Fruit 
from such trees needs only to be sized 
before it is pac hed. 

Snails wash and polish it in a form 
equal to that of the best machinery 
and polishes. The fruit has high car 
rying quality

sprinkled on the leaves or on the soil, 
may develop a tip burn of the leaves. 

June 15, 1951, azalea plants, variety 
Elegans, showed a tip burn of the 
leaves at Mrs, C, §. Dickerson’s Gray 
Nursery, Sanford, Florida. 
The plants had been sprinkled with

parts per million of chloride (C1) out 
of a total of 1050 parts per million of 
soluble salts.

Observations in the nursery indicat 


that the azalea varieties Elegans and 
Pride of Mobile, are especially suscepti 
ble to tip burn, whereas the Formosas 
are more resistant. 

When the summer rains came, and 
sprinkling with well water was discon 
tinued, the azaleas in the nursery pul 
out normal foliage. Camellias, grow 
ing in the same nursery, and sprinkled 
with the artesian water, showed simi 
lar tip burn, and recovery

a greenhouse tor observation, From 
June 15 until August 30 the potted 
azaleas were watered entirely with dis- 
tilled water, at the end of which time 
the old leaves showing tip burn were 
gone, and completely replaced by luxu 
riant new growth. 

Beginning August 30, Plant No. | 
(see photograph) was sprinkled with 
artesian well water containing 918 
parts per million of chlorides (€ 1) out 
of a total of 2380 parts per million 
soluble salts. The water was applied to 
both the leaves and the soil. 

Plant No, 2 was sprinkled with dis 
tilled water only, also on the leaves 
and soil, Plant No. 3 received the sam« 
artesian well water on the soil only 

By November 5, 1951, when the 
photograph was taken, Plant No. | 
which had received artesian well water 
on the leaves and soil was dead. Plant 
No. 3 which had received well wate: 
on the soil only, had lost half of its 
leaves and the remaining leaves showed 
tip burn. Plant No. 2, which had re 
ceived distilled water on the leaves and 
soil, showed luxuriant growth with no 
tp burn 

An analysis of the soil at the end of 
the experiment showed that the soil 
from around Plant No. 3, which had 
been watered with well water on the 
soil, contained 842 parts per million 


of chlorides (C1). The soil from Plant

This is the time of year when poul 
try flocks are beginning to be plagued 
Ww th colds, bronchitis, and various other 
respiratory ailments. Drafts, sudden 
changes in temperature, and dampness 
ire the greatest factors in bringing on 
these conditions 

Warm days with cool, moist nights 
ure not likely to aid the poultryman in 
raising good, strong chicks, nor give 
him the best egg production. For this 
reason it is very mecessary to check 
poultry house ventilation regularly and 
thoroughly. Fresh air is essential to the 
continued good health of the birds, but 
drafts cause colds with accompanying 
chick mortality or ege loss. 

He: are i tew precautions which 
will help to prevent troubles before they 
begin 

Check brooder temperatures often 
to make certain that the chicks don’t 
get overheated in the daytime or chilled 
it night 

Avoid dampness, remove any caked 
or wet litter promptly, stir litter often 
to keep it in good condition. Poultry 
is affected more by dampness in com 
bination with cold, than by low tem 
pet itures 

Avoid all drafts on birds by making 
certain that the birds on the roosts are 
below the flow of air through the house. 
It is especially bad to have a draft of 
cold air coming up through the roosts.

grants spends more time than in any 
other state on the Eastern Seaboard, 
many of the agricultural workers 
think of the state as “home.” The 
greatest concentration is in Palm 
Beach, Broward and Dade Counties 
which are served by eight camps un 
der the guidance of the Florida Min 
istry to Migrants. 


Eight Florida Centers 


These are at Canal Point (Negro), 
Pahokee (White), Everglades (Ne 
gro), Osceola (White), Okeechobee 
(Negro), Pompano (White), Red 
lands (White) and South Dade (Ne 
gro). 

Some of the camp directors serve 
two and three of the centers, travel 
ling from town to town. 

In each location the staffs carry out 
1 carefully arranged program of re 
ligious, recreational and social activ 
ities The branches of the work are 
manifold Sunday School, worship 
services and prayer meetings are an 
outstanding feature, along with clubs 
for boys and girls, supervised play, 
Boy Scout meetings, parties for all 
ages, trips to the beach, religious and 
secular motion pictures, folk games, 
counsel for those in need and help for 
those in distress. Among the activi 
ties is the Volunteer Unit which 
operates two nurseries for children of 
pre-school age during the harvest 
season, and cans vegetables and fruit 
for the use of the Unit as well as for 
the migrants 

Thanksgiving and Christmas parties 
iulways bring much joy to the migrant 
children and their parents and friends 
Four hundred people attended one 
service on Thanksgiving morning be 
tore going to the fields Not another 
thing in their experience reminded this 
group of the significance of the holi 
day for they had to work as usual 
since there was work to do. 

Christmas parties gave happiness to 
more than 4400 children, and inter 
ested people helped supply Santa with 
the gifts which were in such quantity 
that every youngster was satisfied 
One of Santa’s helpers said it took 
nearly a week to make his round and 
distribute the presents.

Easter is observed regularly and the 
program is greatly enjoyed. 

Care of little ones of pre-school age 
in the camp nurseries is a significant 
part of the charity. Those nurseries 
are for white children. The need for 
child care for the small Negro mi 
grants is very great but such a service 
while contemplated is not yet under 
full head of steam because there are 
sO many details 

The problem comes because of the 
length of the work day when the 
harvest is at its height The young 
sters are taken to the nurseries by their 
parents as they go to work either 
morning or afternoon, and remain un 
til called for. Sometimes it is mid 
night before the men and women re 
turn from their duty in the packing 
sheds The youngsters are given 
meals or snacks at a small charge to 
the parents; there is supervised play 
ind individual attention to childish 


needs in every case,

Six ot the camps observed the 
World Day of Prayer in six Negro 
schools in two communities Those 
meetings were arr anged by the camp 
staff with literature furnished by the 
Florida Ministry to Migrants.

VEGETABLES IN OUR MEALS 


W HERE, EXCEPT IN FLoripa, could 
we have such a bountiful sup 
ply of freshly grown vegetables almost 
all year round? However, only a small 
number of families are taking advan 


tage of growing year round gardens 
with a variety of fresh vegetables. 


According to the Basic Seven Wheel 
of Good Eating, each individual should 
have one or more servings a day of 
leafy, green and yellow vegetables, one 
or more of potatoes or sweet-potatoes 
and one or more of other vegetables. 
At least one of the vegetables should 
be served raw. Many families fail to 
follow this important rule of good 
nutrition 


On family tables we find too many 
starches in the menu. Rice and pota 
toes, macaroni and rice, or potatoes 
and spaghetti with one of these starchy 
foods, should never be served at the 
same meal, Color combinations and tex 
ture of foods make a meal more ap 


petizing and interesting 


For texture variety serve something 
crisp, like celery, or raw vegetable 
salads. Never have all soft foods in one 
meal. Also, for color remember that 
too many white or pale foods are un- 
interesting. Think of what bright, red 
beets, rich orange-colored carrots, dark, 
leafy greens, bright green peas or yel 
low squash can do to brighten a plate. 


These are only a few suggestions but 
try serving a vegetable plate (with milk 
to drink) to the family often, You 
can make sure they have had a supply 
of protein foods like meat, fish, cheese 


ind eggs in the other meals. 


The colorful vegetable plate with 
two or three strips of crisp bacon can 
be very good. Here are two sugges 
tions: baked potatoes, beets, garden 
peas and small, whole, yellow squash 
or green lima beans, buttered carrots, 
turnip greens and cauliflower with

Leafy green and yellow vegetables 
are rich sources of vitamin A, provide

One section may have one type 
of plant material not found anywhere 
else—so should it become extinct be 
cause we can’t move it? 

What happens to the lovely wild 
flowers and shrubs and trees when thou 
sands ot acres are cleared for pasture, 
for vegetables, for groves? I can tell 
you what happens. The land is cleared, 
the ground scraped clean, and piles 
and piles of trash burned. Those trash

Forest fires sweep thousands of acres 
of beautiful woods, burning and de 
stroying flowers enough to plant all 
our homes with beauty.

For example, on towels of deep 
cherry red or torest green, you may 
enjoy a large striking white mono 
gram. Or, on white towels, you add 
color and individuality with large 
monograms in bright colors or black 
When towels have colored borders, 
choose a monogram the same color as 
the border or a contrasting color. 

Suppose you select towels in pastel 
colors, perhaps pink, aqua or green.

If you're at all in 
doubt as to the monogram color to 
choose, remember that a safe rule is to 
have the monogram match the dee pest 
color in the body of the towel 

What type of monogram? Your 
preference may be for the traditional 
script letters. Or, big, bold modern 
block letters are extremely smart. 
Again, a simple initial may be your 
choice. Here your personal taste and 
preference enter, and you have plenty 
of leeway for individual choice. You 
can use two initials or three; and when 
you find a type of monogram that ap 
peals to you, carry it out consistently 
on tow els, sheets ind t ible linens, 
varying in size, of course, to suit the 
particular article. 

If you are not sure you will like a 
monogram, it’s a good idea to test it 
by tracing it On paper, pinning it to 
the towel and studying it on the towel 
bar of your bathroom. Or, on sheets, 
pin it on and fold it over the blanket 
on your bed.

the grove is encouraged to make all 
the growth possible during the summer 
because it is believed that the high 
humidity induced by rank vegetative 
growth together with the contribution 
to this humidity condition by the trees 
themselves, has a definite relation to 
the snail population in the grove. The 
grove soil is plowed each fall and this 
does not discourage Bermuda grass. 

The grove has received no copper or 
oil sprays in more than a decade. Sul 
fur dust is used to control rust mites. 
Lack of copper sprays induces fungous 
growth and the grove contains rela 
tively large amounts of lichens and 
felty fungous. Although it would be 
natural to expect melanous infection 
to be severe throughout the grove, this 
is not the case. 

While melanose has been observed 
every year in the grove, it has never 
been sufficiently severe to cause the 
operator, who is also a shipper, to want 
to modify his program to include a 
program for melanose control and 
thereby eliminate the snails. 

We have no evidence that the snails 
consume melanose spores, but never 
theless melanose infection is not a 
serious condition in the grove in any 
year. Visitors frequently remark on 
this situation, 

As previously mentioned, humidity 
is believed to be a factor of prime im- 
portance in the effectiveness of snail 
population. As a matter of fact, 
snails work only when the surface over 
which they travel is moist from rain 
or dew. 

Activity on the outside surface of 
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the trees ceases by 9 o'clock in the 
morning on the southeast side of the 
tree. As the trees dry out activity 
stops entirely except on the under 
surface of leaves or twigs where the 
moisture remains. The snails pull 
themselves into their shells during 
these periods ot adversity but as soon 
as nightfall arrives with its accom 
panying moisture, Or as soon as a 
shower occurs activity commences ind 
the snails are out 
Nature’s Polish 

As they move over the surface of 
fruit, leaf or twig, their bodies emit a 
liquid which when it dries, leave the 
area covered in a highly glossy state 
and apparently untenable for scale in 
sects to attach themselves. The snails 
apparently consume white-fly honey 
dew which is responsible for the lack 
of sooty mold in these trees, but it is 
doubtful that they actually consume 
scale insects. 

In making checks of the relative 
humidity in the grove, we found at 
9 a.m. on July 17 following a period 
of daily rains, that the humidity in 
the trees about six feet from the 
ground was 92%. 

On August 5 we repeated these hu 
midity checks at a time when rainfall 
had been scant for a week. On that 
day at 9 a.m. we had a relative hu 
midity of 84°% in the trees, 72°) over 
the cover crop in the middles and 
60° 50 yards outside the grove, in 
the shade over pine needles. Thus the 
influence of vegetation on the hu 
midity can be readily noted 

It is interesting to note that eleva 
tion is not a factor in this grove as re 
gards snail population, but humidity 
appears definitely to be a factor. The 
border rows throughout the grove have 
a relatively high scale population and 
practically no snails. 

Temperature is another important 
factor in snail activity and snail pop 
ulations. Activity is definitely retard 
ed during the winter and following 
a severe cold will cease entirely. It is 
during the winter cold and springtime 
dry periods that the snail populations 
suffer and scale insects make definite 
inroads. 

If the spring is extremely dry, scale 
does considerable damage before the 
snail population can catch up with it 
Last winter the snails were active right 
up until the January cold. That cold 
snap killed a large portion of the 
snails, but relatively moist weather 
followed in that area so that a pro 
longed drouth did not further reduce 
the population. 

Protection From Cold 

We have conducted several tests in 
an attempt to find a practicable way 
to help snails through the winter 
When DeBusk made his studies of 
snails in Lake County he observed the 
snails wintered in coke pots set in the 
grove for firing. We have placed pa 
per and cloth fertilizer sacks in the 
crotch of trees and protected many 
hundreds snails per tree in this way 

When weather conditions become 
untenable for the snails either because 
of dry or cold, they seek shelter. If 
they find it, many are carried over and 
if they do not most of them die before 
weather conditions are again favorable. 

When they get ready to hibernate 
the snails seal themselves into their 
shells. If the seal is broken they die, 
for it is this seal that provides their 


first meal when they begin to function 
following the arrival of suitable 
weather conditions 

We know very little about the life 
history of these snails Apparently 
there is but one main hatch during the 
year, although Variations in the

Upon returning to our 
station under the tree after the rain 
we found hundreds of these small 
snails which we had not previously 
seen beginning their migration up the 
trunks of the trees. This migration 
continued until the trunks were dry. 
Snails Grow Fast 

We again visited the grove on 
August 5 and found the snails had 
increased in size since July 17 to .45 
cm. or a growth of 300° in the 
length of their shells We observed 
snails of five different sizes varying 
from .15 cm. to 2.5 em. in shell 
length The two principal sizes we 
measured were those at .15 cm. and 
2..em. On our August 5 visit to the 
grove (which followed a period of 
several days without rain) we did not 
find a single egg and the organic mat 
ter under the trees was dry. The pop 
ulation of snails in’ the trees had 
steadily increased, but for some reason 
there appeared to be fewer snails in the 
grove than the vear before. 

Previous experience indicates that 
by late October and November the 
snail population in the grove will be 
it its maximum, It is at that time 
that some form of protection should 
be provided for their protection dur 
ing cold weather
